RAPID GROWTH of the resort business in the Palm Springs 
area, and agriculture in the Indio section, during the pa.st 
fifteen years has added greatly to the resources and prosperi­ 
ty of Riverside county. It is unfortunate that the older western 
section of the county in and about Riverside has failed to 
appreciate what the progress in the desert areas has meant 
to the county as a whole. 


Typical of the attitude of county seat citizens, and often 
even county officials, is an editorial in last Sundays Riverside 
Enterprise which shows that newspaper s absolute lack ot 
understanding of problems in the Coachella Valley. 


‘‘Gambling,’’ says the county seat daily, "is the gravest law 
enforcement problem of the Coachella Valley. 
The editorial 
then goes on to lend credence to the damaging and untrue 
picture painted by the crime commission report oi a few 
mouths ago. Says the Enterprise: "Men of this stripe gather 
where there’s gambling and are tolerated in areas that tolerate 
gambling. ” 


All of this business about gambling in the Palm Springs area 
was brought up under the subject of the appointment of a judge 
to preside over the new Superior Court bench at Indio. The 
Enterprise warned Gov. Warren that gambling is the big prob­ 
lem in this end of the county and that the new judge's attitude 
toward such violation "might determine whether the Coachella 
Valley continues to be a haven for the eastern underworld." 


If the Enterprise’s editor was really concerned about gam ­ 
bling in the Palm Springs area, he should havd sent his legmen 
over to investigate before going off half-cocked. There prob­ 
ably isn’t any more illegal gambling going on here than occurs 
in the City of Riverside. The crime commission’s report was 
a complete fizzle; the so-called "eastern underworld charac­ 
ters" turned out to be winter residents of a perfectly harmless
